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THE QUESTION. OF CONTROL 
OF THE MUNICIPAL UTILITIES 


_ The Bulletin is greatly exercised over a suggestion made by the 
Capital that the patrons of the utilities should, irrespective of whether 
they are land holders or not, be given a vote upon all money bylaws 
affecting the utilites. As the Bulletin sees it, such an arrangement 
would amount to some kind of a crime against owners of property 
in land, whose property would be in danger of being recklessly mort- 
vaged for the benefit of the utilites by persons who did not happen 
to own property in land, and who, therefore, would never have to 
pay the bill. : 
The control of the Edmonton utilities at the present time lies in 
the hands of a comparitively small number of citizens who own land, 
and, up to a certain point, the extent of individual control depends 
upon the amount of land the individual owns. But the cost of the 
utilities is not taken out of the value of the land. .On the contrary, 
the utilities may easily become the medium through which immense 
endowments of increment may be bestowed upon the owners of land, 
into whose hands the control of the utilities have been placed, while 
at the same time the original cost of the utilities, as well as the 
operating cost, is taken out of the earnings of the utilities, an arrange- 
ment under which the cost of extensions necessary to the conferring of 
endowments of increment must be borne by the patrons of the 
utilities. Just so long as the cost is not greater than the traffic will 
stand, the land owner, as such, escapes. 
So that if the Bulletin were sincerely looking for a case in which 
those who have to pay the cost have no say as to what the cost 
should be, it would have no jifticulty in seeing that the exact illus- 
tration is that of patrons of the Edmonton utilities who do not happen 
to have any part of their wealth locked up in land, 
That this is an unfair arrangement must be manifest to anyone 
who gives it unbiased considération, And that it has already been 
made to work out to the sore cost of the patrons of the utilities will 
be appreciated at once after a glance at the city map, which shows 
a street railway branch to the packing plant following the section 
lines rather than the Fort Trail, a line to Inglewood built two or 
three years ahead of the settlement of the district, a line to Forty- 
second street built through vacant territory to a subdivision which 
has not even yet the conveniences to make it habitable, and a line 
to the University which was forced under the amalgamation agree- 
ment and has since been abandoned. 
Without taking into consideration the projected Rabbit Hill 
scheme, it must be admitted that the policy of extension persued 
in connection with the street railway has been, to say the least, un- 
wisely optimistic. 
As a result of this policy, the street railway has been loaded with 
a deficit which the patrons of the street railway will eventually have 
to pay out of the revenue from the service, and together with the 
deficit in operation they will have to pay the capital cost of the 
construction, or at least the interést and sinking fund for so much of 
the time as the extensions antedated the requirements. 
But while the cost to the enterprize—which must be borne by 
the patrons—has been so large that it will postpone the reduction of 
fares for many years, the owners of the land through and to which 
the extensions were built profited immensely by the construction, 
without having to bear any part of the cost. 
What the Bulletin appears to be afraid of is that the patfons 
of the enterprizes, which means all the citizens irrespective of whether 
they hold land or not, may be given some manner of control over 
the liabilities against them on account of the utilities. 
If this is the Bulletin’s real objection against giving the patrons 
of the utilities a voice in the control of the utilities, and if the 
Bulletin is sincere in this objection, would the Bulletin concede the 
justice of an arrangement by which the debt against the utilities would 
be founded and the utilities made the basis of the security, relieving 
the land entirely, and eliminating the question of ownership of land 
from the right fo a voice in control of the utilities? : 


RAILWAY COMMISSION FURNISHES 
A FEW THINGS TO THINK ABOUT 
“The C. P. R. can stand it,” was Sir Thomas Shaughnessy'’s remark 
when he learned of the decision of the railway commission ordering 
rate reductions in the west; but C. P. R. stock immediately dropped 
off six points and closed at the lowest quotation in many months, 
indicating thereby that the reductions ordered were genuine re- 
ductions. 
In the face of this it will be interesting to note what is the effect 
of the reductions upon the roads less fortunately situated than the 
GHPERS 
The Canadian Northern, for instance, is just at the present time 
seeking assistance from the government to complete its system, the 
grounds for so doing being, presumably, that private capital cannot 
be found to complete the road. If such was true before the reduc- 
tions what happens now? 
And if the government grants the Canadian Northern prayer 
for assistance, what does it profit the setilers of the west who must 
use the road? For the railway commission has set it down as an 
axiom that in the fixing of rat@s neither the amount of the bonuses 
should be taken into consideration, nor the amount of the liabilities 
outstanding against the road. Upon this basis, the granting to the 
Canadian Northern of the money necessary to complete the road 
would not in any way guarantee cheaper freights, but might, on the 
contrary, be added to the capitalization, as was done with the 
original bonuses to the C. P. R. 
The railway commission has furnished a few things to think 
about,

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To the Editor of the Capital— 
Street Naming Scheme 


After glancing at the plebiscite re- 
turns I gather that the burgesses of 
Edmonton have decided that the all- 
numerical system of numbering is a 
lesser evil than the “Edmonscona” 
one. Personally I don't think much of 
elther, but since we are going to have 
the all-numerical, I would like to sug- 
gest a few midifications that would 
improve it. 

The two chief objection urged 
against the all numerical are (1) 
high numbers in the center of the 
clty. (2) That one cannot tell with- 
out a map which side of the river a 
given address is on. 

I would therefore suggest the fol- 
lowing: 

On the north side—To number all 
streets west of First street from “one” 
up—that is to leave their numbers 
as they are. And\to number the 
streets east of First from 100 up— 
eastward. Judging from the present 
location of 49th street, the street west 
of First will not reach up to 100 for 
50 years—perhaps never. By this 
system, all streets numbered under 
100 are west of First and all over 100 
are east of it. 

The avenues 
from the river 
“Second,” “Third,” etc, 
be retained but given a 
well. 

Now on the south side—The avenues 
could be numbered southward, 101, 102, 
103, starting from the river and the 
streets could be treated in either of 
two ways, They could be named 
alphabetically (in which case they 
would be readily destinguished, being 
the only named streets in the city)— 
or they could be numbered, — starting 
from the farthest western — street, 


should be numbered 
starting “First,” 
Jasper could 
number as 


“IMirst street south,” “Second street 

south,” ete. , 
Personally I would favor naming 

them and avoid prefixes or “south,” 


“east,” “west,” ete. tacked on, As 
there are only 26 letters in the alpha- 
bet | would suggest naming them in 
sets of sny four street sto each letter, 
having the first two letters of each 
name alphabetically arranged, Thus 
ABcrdeen, ACadia, ADington, Alton, 
ete, as in the Index of a loose left 
ledged, Sultable names could” of 
course, be selected, This would give 
spnuce for over 100 streets or if more 
were desired sets of five names to 
each letter could be used. 

Tn numbering the houses a combin- 
ation of the five figure system and 
the present one could easily be work- 
ed out 

Consider the advantages of this as 
cempared with the allnumerical sys- 
tem in its present shape, 

(1) The present numbered streets on 
the north side covering a wide area 
will be left undisturbed, and a lot of 
work and re-learning of numbers 
avoided, 

(2) One can instantly tell what side 
of the river an address is on without 
a map, 

(3) All the advantages of the all 
numerical system are retained. 

(1) Practically all the disadvantages 
urged against it are overcome. 

(4) Lt avoids the complications of 
the Edmonscona scheme which had 
five or six of alphabetically arranged 
streets in different parts of the city. 

Note that--All avenues numbered 
under one hundred are on the north 
side, and all over one hundred are on 
the south side. 

All numbered streets are on the 
north side, all named streets on the 
south side—No prefixes of FE. W. nor 
8. . 

All streets numbered over one hun- 
dred are east of First street—All un- 


der one hundred are west of First 
street. 
Simple enough, isnt’ it?) Not per- 


fect of course, because there are still 
some high numbers left in the center 
of the city, but still they serve a use- 
ful purpose by distinguishing one 
geographical division of the city from 
another, which the present system does 
very poorly indeed.

Missionary Gulick. 54 Today, 
Has Remedy for “Yellow Peril” 

Dr. Sidney Lewis Gulick, who has 
spent the greater part of his life as a 
missionary and educator in Japan, and 
who recently visited America to lec- 
ture and write on his remedy for the 
“yellow peril", was) born fifty-four 
years ago today at Ebon, Marshall 
Islands. Missionary work is the naé 
tural vocation of a Gulick. For near- 
ly a century there has not been a time 
when some member of the Gulick clan 
Was not engaged in an attempt to save 
the souls of the Hawaiians or South 
Sea Islanders or Japanese or Chinese, 
Prof. Sidney L, Gulick's father was the 
Rev. Dr, Luther Halsey Gulick, a medi- 
cat missionary to the dusky peoples of 
the Pacific, )! 9s brother, Dr, Luther 
Halsey Gulick, is one of the world's 
foremost exponents of physical train- 
ing, and a leader in the playgrounds 
movement, and his sister, Frances Gu- 
lick Jewett, wrote a number of books 
on hygiene and health, 

After several months spent in study- 
ink the Japanese of the Pacific coast, 
Prof, Gulick has just published a book 
entitled “The American Japanese Prob- 
lem," In which he considers the situa- 
tion from the viewpoint of a friend of 
the Japanese. Jie holds that the at- 
titude of Califonians and British Co- 
lumbians toward the sons of Nippon 
and Orientals in general “is not suited 
to the new times In which We live," 
and asserts that “the true interests of 
America require the promotion of mu- | 
tual friendship of Asia and America 
and the abandonment of differential 
race legislation.” Dr, Gulick belleves 
that there is “a definite Propaganda 
te develop a war scare” conducted by 
Americans who would benefit finan- 
clally from a conflict between the 
United States and Japan, 

As a remedy for the “yellow peril,” 
which he thinks is largely imaginary, 
Prof, Gulick has urged the United 
States Congress to so amend the im- 
migration law as to do away with 
“inviduous or humillating treatment of 
any race,” notably the Japanese and 
Chinese, while restricting the number 
of aliens of any race “who may be 
admitted to the United States In any 
| fiscal year” to “five per cent, of the 
number of native born persons of the 
first generation together with the num- 
ber of naturalized citizens of that race 
in the United States at the time of the 
jnational census next preceding,” ex- 
| cluding visitors, aliens coming to Me

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TODAY IN DOMINION 


HISTORY, 


Halifax was incorporated seventy- 
three years ago to-day, the granting of 
a charter to the Nova Scotia metropolis 
marking a brilliant triumph for that 
gifted journalist, orator and statesman, 
Joseph Howe. As editor of the Nova 
Scotian, Howe had bitterly attacked 
the magistrates who ruled the place 
—some of whom, if all Howe said of 
them was true, were’ grafters who 
could give pointers to the most corrupt 
municipal bosses of present-day cities, 
Howe emerged victorious from a libel 
suit, and aroused the people to the 
enormity of the “misrule”’ from which 
they suffered. Two attempts to in- 
corporate the town failed, but the third 
was successful, and on April 10, 1841 
the act of incorporation was passed. 
This was during the administration of 
Lord Falkland, who had succeeded Sir 
Colin Campbell as Governor a few 
months before. Campbell was recalled 
largely because of the vitriolic attacks 
of Howe. Lord Falkland sought to 
conciliate the eloquent, forceful and in- 
fluential Journalist by giving him, with 
two other Liberal leaders, McNab and 
Uniacke, seats in the executive. Howe 
managed to affiliate with James W. 
Johnston, the able Tory leader, long 
enough to bring about the passage of 
the Halifax incorporation act, after 
which the coalition refused longer to 
coalesce, After that Howe turned all 
the artillery of his inventive, logic, 
logic and rhetoric on poor Lord Falk- 
land, and the latter was glad when he 
was relieved, Halifax was originally 
known as Chedabucto or Chebucto bay, 
but in 1749 the town was founded on 
the west shore by Lord Cornwallis, 
made the capital of Nova Scotia, which 
then included New Brunswick, and 
named in honor of the Earl of Halifax. 
Its growth has been slow but steady, 
the population In 1891 being 28,496, in 
1901 40,787, and In 1911 46,619.

‘The first use of the phrase, “the 
strenuous life’’ by Col. Roosevelt was 
in an address delivered before the 
Hamilton Club of Chicago fifteen years 
ago today, April 10, 1899, when the fu- 
ture President was Governor of New 
York.
